This is the attack for which .the
Japanese has been preparing for the
past 19 days, with slight hopa of
success, As forecasted in these dis-
patches, the Japanese attack on
Port Arthuris directed against the
northeast front. The main object
is to cupture the fortifications on
Kikwzn Mooptair, Riblung Moun:
tain acd the intermediate forts,

He adds that the attack at the end
of August, which was reportel as
two separate assaulte, really consti-
tuted a ten days’ battle, ths fight.

first three days and the last four
days of that period.

Although the Japanese retired
August 31 along the greater part of
their line, they remained in four
supplementary forts on ,he north-
eest front, which they had captured
from the Russians. Thess include
two firet forts, 50 yards f[rom  Rih-
lung Mountain, and two others at s
somewhat greater dictance.

Since August 31 the Japanese
bave bombarded very slightly,
while the Russians have been throw-
ing approximately 1000 chells dai-
ly, chiefly againet the four Japan*
ese-mentioned. Small sorties, as

Arthur, in the efforte to recapture
the positions, have been of almost
nightly occurrence and have been
uniformly unsuccessful.

If the Japanese succeed in captur-
ing - Rihlung Mountain "or other
forts they will realize that this will
be one step, although an important
one toward the captore of Port Ar-
thur. The Russians who have been
observing the new tactics of the
Japaness did not expect ansther
strike before the first week in Octo-
ber.

DYNAMITE ~ EXPLOSION

ELECTRIC CAR BLOWN UP BY
STRIKING BOX oF DY-
NAMITE. ey

Six Killed Outright and Nineteen
Are Injured—ZExplosive Fell
From a Wagon—Japaness
Attack Russians at
Da Pass.

“Melrogse, Mass,, Sapt. :21.—An
oulward-bound electric car contain-

ing 32 persons was blown .lo pieces I
in thie city tonight by striking a
50-pound box of dynamite that bad
fallenoff an express wagon. Six
percons were killed outright, three
more died of their injurles within
an hour and 19 others on the car
were taken to the hospitals suffer-
ing from sevére ipjuries. -At least
a score of persons in'the: immediate
vicinity of the explosion were hurf
by flying glass and splinters.

So great was the force of explo-
sion that all ‘but ten feet of the rear
portion of the car was blown .into
emall pieces, while windows within
a radius of & quarter of a mile were
shattered. '

The immediate vieinity of the ac-
cident presented a fearful spectacle;
when those in 'the neighborhood:
reached the scene.
was siréwn with legs, arms and
other portions of the bodies of those
who had been killed, and. shrieks
and groans came from the writhing
forms of the injured.: The car con-
tained mostly men on- their way to
their homes in this cjty.

For more than three hours there
was the greatést confugion. Thous-
ands of people rushed sbout: trying
to find relativee and friende, and
the hospitals were besieged. The|
police ' arrested Roy Eenton, driver
of an express wagon. Fenton, it
wes-learned, was carrying two 50-
pound boxes of dypamite on his
wagon, and did not koow until he
reached the express office that one
of the boxes had dropped off. He
burried back in the hope of picking
it up, but the electric car reached
the box firat.

The report was heard for many
miles. Diréectly opposite the scene
was the Masonic building, every
*window of which was shattered,
and through one of the windows a
human foot was blown. A score of
persong within 100 yards of the car
was knocked down and rendered
deaf by the ooncusfiun.

Muecatine, Bept. 12.—Posses
gathered by three special trainsand
reinforeced by scores of citizens in
the neighborhood are blindly pur-
guing five men who, shortly after
midnight, stopped a Rock Island
paseenger train on a sbarp curve at
mile-post No. 230, near Letts; Ia.,
and robbed the express car of a
sum of money estimated at from
$10,00p to $20,000. Two packs of
bloadhounds are assisting the posse.

There are more than a bundred
men in the regularly organized par-
ty and twice that many more are
searching separataly with more or
less diligence, stimulated by the of-
fer of $1,000 reward offered jointly
by the railroad company and the
United States Express Company.

The robbers are suppcsed to have
left the line of the railroad rear
Letts, toward which place (hey
gtarled on the locomotive of tke
train which they had robbed.

The pusgengers were not molest-
ed. Nipe of the treinmen showed
fight, and no one was hurt.

The train was one which left Chi-
cago at 6:45 last night. It was due
to pass Letts shortly before 1 o’-
clock.

At 12:30 o’clock, a= it was _pase-
ing upon a short curve a few miles
east of Lelts, the engineer stopped
in answer to a signal.

Five men covered (be engipeér,
the firemep, the express messsoger
and the conduclor with revolvers,
uncoupled the engine from the rest
of the train, entered the topcar and
blew open the gafe. They toox the
contents of the strong box and ran
to the engine, on which they im-
mediately etarted rapidly toward
Letts.
